THE DIFFICULTIES OF THE 
RANCHER CANDIDATE 


Last week’s issue of the Macleod 


‘Advertiser throws considerable light 


on the character of the contest in that 
constituency which resulted in the 
return on Monday of the farmers’ 
candidate, Mr. Patterson, by a small 
majority. The Capital observed yes- 
terday that the old antagonism of 
farmer and rancher was the principal 
factor in the campaign. ‘This opinion 
is confirmed by the copy which has 
since arrived of the Advertiser, which, 


by the way, gave Mr. Patterson, 
strong support. Mr.  Maunsell’s 


speeches were devoted very largely to 
proving that he was as much a farmer 
as Mr. Patterson, though stories had 
been set afloat in the constituency 
that he had expressed the hope that 
every “sod-buster” in the country 
would be dried out. Here Js part of 
the report of one of his speeches. 
“The Liberal candidate gave some 
interesting reminiscences of his farm- 
ing experiences in this country, when 
he began by ‘scratching up,’ .as he 
termed it some twenty acres of land, 
cut the grain with a scythe, threslied 
it with a home made flail and sold the 
resulting crop to the police for $800. 
He got so enthusiastic over his suc- 
cesses than one year he produced 
more grain than he had a market for 
and had to turn to the cattle raising 
industry. He foresaw the coming 
settlement of the country by the 
farmers and had the forethought to 
obtain the grazing rights on the Pic- 
gan reserve from the Indians. Mr. 
Patterson, who had also gone into the 
ranching business, was forced out of 


‘business and sold out to him and 


others.” 

But to the consternation of the 
Maunsell committee-men and the ex- 
treme satisfaction of those behind 
Patterson, the ballots went out: “ld. 
H. Maunsell, Rancher; Robert Pat- 
terson, Farmer,” with the result that 
the former's efforts to get away from 
the farm and ranch issue were seri- 
ously weakened. What stress was 
laid upon it by his opponents — is 
shown by a circular, the first three 
clauses and the sixth clauses of which 
read: 

“Mr. Maunsell as a rancher, selling 
at one time 2,500 head of cattle, is not 
a good man to elect to a seat in the 
legislature in the interests of the 
farmer, because the farmer requires 
the land for plowing and the rancher 
requires large tracts of land left in a 
wild state.) The farmer requires the 
herd law, while the rancher requires 
his stock to pasture wherever pos- 
sible. The farmer requires road al- 
lowances opened up while the rancher 
wants the road allowances fenced 
up. 

“Mr. Maunsell is not a good man 
for the position because he stands 
of 2,500 head of cattle worth $50,000 
in one year he is financially above the 
average farmer and the frrmers want 
a man of their equality to represent 
them and work for their common in- 
terests. 

“Mr. Maunsell is not a good man 
for the position because he sands 
in too well with the Ottawa govern- 
ment and obtains advantageous leases 
of large tracts of land. 

“Mr. Maunsell is not a good man 
to elect because he is a hide bound 
party man who might lose the pas- 
ture for his herds if he dared say that 
he was anything but a servile sup- 
porter of an outside and «foreign 
government.” 

It is not hard to understand how 
all this would prove effective in a con- 
stituency where the fight between the 
old-time cattle men and the grower 
of Alberta Red has been more bitter 


than anywhere clse in the south and} 


where the farmer now predominates. 
Under these conditions few people 
will be disposed to accept the result 
as a condemnation of the government. 
The only thing that it proves clearly 
is that the Liberals of the constitu- 
ency made a mistake, from a tactical 
standpoint at least, in choosing Mr. 
‘Maunsell as their candidate. 


One more trail closed for the 
rancher—that which leads to a seat in 
parliament. t& 


One of the reasons offered the elec- 
tors of Macleod why Mr. Maunsell 
should not be returned was that he 
often had $50,000 worth of cattle to

Committees Appointed to Petition 
the Pittsburg Philanthropist 
and the Government. 


Will the citizens of Strathcona ap- 
ply to Mr. Andrew Carnegie for aid 
in starting a library or will they not, 
was the question taken up at a meet- 
ing of citizens held in the council 
chamber of the Strathcona city hall 
last evening. Dr. Kerr acted as 
chairman and the arguments as to a 
Carnegie library were presented pro 
and con by himself and Mr. iy. F. Hill 
and a number of others, 

Mr. Hill gave an outline of the Car- 
negie scheme and the various condi- 
tions on which the assistance is giv- 
en, namely, a free site and mainte- 
nance amounting every year to ten 
per cent. of the original grant. There 
would be no difficulty in getting Mr. 
Carnegie’s assistance up to a certain 
sum, but for a city of Strathcona’s 
size $1500 would probably be the limit. 

Of course, a library could be es- 
tablished independent of help. But 
to secure the government grant a pe- 
tition must be circulated and signed 
by ten per cent. of the ratepayers. 

Mr. Hill expressed himself as in 
favor of co-operation between the city 
and the university. Just how this is 
to be brought about was not explain- 
ed, but it will possibly be in books 
of reference which there is no rea- 
son for duplicating. A joint library 
would secure both to citizens and stu- 
dents a wide range of reading. 

The meeting finally appointed two 
committees, one to circulate a peti- 
tion for starting a library composed 
of Messrs. N. C. Wilson, I. L. Crumb 
and J. H. Maedenald and a= second 
one to communicae with Mr. Carne- 
gie, composed of Messrs. McKee, Hill 
and Calder.
